DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 4-13, 16-20, and 23 are present within this instant examination. A 
request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under 
Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application 
is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/03/2008 has been 
entered. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made that no priority is claimed for this application and as 
such the filing date, 12/30/2003, is being used for this examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
Acknowledgment is made that in information disclosure statement (IDS) was filed 
prior to this instant examination along with the RCE on 6/3/08 and as such has been 
fully reviewed and considered at this time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 4-1 3, 1 6-20, and 23 are allowable. 

The present invention pertains to demodulating an input containing a test data 
pattern with coding which comprises both a scrambling code and spreading code. The 
claimed invention recites features such as: "... a demodulator configured to correlate in 
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input data with a plurality of codes; a test data pattern generator configured to spread 
an input test data with at least one of the plurality of codes to form a spread test data, 
and to provide the spread test data to the demodulator; and a multiplexer configured to 
multiplex the input data and the spread test data to the demodulator; wherein at least 
one of the plurality of codes comprises a scrambling code and a spreading code." 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination with 
any other prior art would have anticipated or made obvious the following limitation 
combination within the above limitations at or before the time the invention was filed: 
"...a demodulator configured to correlate in input data with a plurality of codes; a test 
data pattern generator configured to spread an input test data with at least one of the 
plurality of codes to form a spread test data, and to provide the spread test data to the 
demodulator; and a multiplexer configured to multiplex the input data and the spread 
test data to the demodulator; wherein at least one of the plurality of codes comprises a 
scrambling code and a spreading code."
